Jews Meet

He had been 
working as a cameraman, and 
he saw cHse-up the waste of the 
Hollywood factories. 
The result of his thinking: Ci- 
nernobtle, a new technique of in­ 
cluding everything needed for a 
film location in a single truck or 
truck bug. 
Said created a mobile location 
studio. Gone were tons of heavy 
gear and the caravans of trucks 
to haul it Said redesigned the 
n e e d e d 
equi pment-ca intra t>, 
camera track, lights, reflectors, 
microphone boom, sound rec­ 
ording. generators, etc —to be 
lightweight and compact. 
Nobody had ever though* of it 
before. Cinemobile revolution­ 
ized location shooting, resulting 
in a special award for Said at 
last year's Academy awards 
show Business is brisk. 
“We are operating at IOO per 
cent capacity,*’ reported Said. 
“ We have 18 rigs, and ll are 
working—the 
other 
two 
are 
being overhauled. And we’re 
building others as fast as we 
can.” 


The success 
of Cinemobile 
prompted other film suppliers 
and studios to offer their own

Fair Skies 
Cover Much 
Of Nation

Fair and generally pleasant 
weather spread over a large 
part of the nation’s midsection 
today while snow lingered in 
New England and rain washed 
the Pacific Northwest.

WASHINGTON (A P) — Sen­ 
ate 
Democratic 
policymakers 
have urged President Nixon to 
set a timetable immediately for 
withdrawal of all U S. forces 
from Indochina before the end 
of 1972. 
With that resolution being pre­ 
sented today to a caucus of the 
55 Senate Democrats, a Republi­ 
can senator proposed Congress 
immediately set the end of this 
year as a deadline for complete 
withdrawal. 
“ Now it is time to act,” said 
Sen. Charles McC. Mathias of 
Maryland. “ Now it is time for 
Congress finaly to marshal its 
resolve and enact the legislation 
necessary 
to 
accelerate 
our 
withdrawal from the tragic con­ 
flict in Southeast Asia.” 
The Senate Democratic Policy 
Committee 
stopped 
short 
of 
seeking immediate action on 
legislation to compel American 
withdrawal. 
But 
Sen. 
Mike 
Mansfield, 
the 
party 
leader, 
said that action could come lat­ 
er if President Nixon does not 
act to end U.S. involvement in 
Indochina 
and 
withdraw 
all 
American forces “ in a time cer­ 
tain.” 
The resolution approved by 
the 
14-member 
party 
policy 
committee calls also for release 
of all prisoners. 
Beyond the end of 1972. the 
Democrats suggested no specif­ 
ic withdrawal deadline. Mans­ 
field said the measure provides 
the administration flexibility on 
that point. 
“ We’re hoping he’ll pick a 
time, and if he does, he’ll have 
our support,” Mansfield said. 
“ We don’t intend that it be pub­ 
licized.” 
The Democrats set their gen­ 
eral time guideline by declaring 
total withdrawal an objective 
the Senate majority should work 
to achieve during the current 
92nd Congress. Its two-year ten­ 
ure began a month ago. 
The resolution declares it the 
sense of the policy committee— 
not binding on any senator—that 
during 
the 
current 
Congress 
Democrats should work “ to end 
the Involvement in Indochina 
and to bring about the with­ 
drawal of all U.S. forces and the

2nd Report 
On Unrest 
Scheduled 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )- A 
second interim report is due “ in 
about a month” from the Spe­ 
cial Joint Legislative Committee 
on Campus Unrest. 
The committee, created by 
the General Assembly to look 
into last May’s campus dis­ 
orders, agreed Tuesday to write 
a second supplemental report 
covering its second round of 
campus visits. Those visits, con­ 
cluded earlier this month, were 
made to assess changes in cam 
pus climate. 
The first interim report, is­ 
sued last fall, was critical of 
college administrators for 
fail­ 
ing to exercise authority. 
Committee 
Chairman 
Rep. 
Robert E. Levitt, R-91 Canton, 
said a draft of the report ought 
to be ready in about a month. 
A final report would follow, 
perhaps toward the end of the 
session. 
Committee members also sug­ 
gested that the committee, now 
designated as special, be made 
a permanent one so that investi­ 
gations into larger problems of 
overcrowding and quality in­ 
struction might be undertaken. 
Sen. Howard Cook, R-l Toledo, 
described the work of the com­ 
mittee as important because of 
“ the communicative factor.” 
“ We learned a lot more from 
these hearings about education 
than we ever have before,” he 
' said. 
“ We ought to continue this 
kind of thing,” Cook said, “ not 
as a watchdog, but to show that 
we are interested in education.”

By DILLON GRAHAM 
Associated Press Writer 
WASHINGTON (AP) — 'Hie 
day of the “Senate Establish­ 
ment,” when that little clique of 
key members, all of them senior 
and most of them Southerners, 
dominated the body is gone at 
last, if not forever. 
Today, the establishment is 
more a myth than a reality, 
says Sen. John Sherman Coop­ 
er, voicing an opinion widely 
shared by his colleagues in in­ 
terviews. 
“The. establishment is one of 
those mystical somethings peo­ 
ple talk about and write about.” 
said Sen. John Sparkman, D- 
Ala., a man generally regarded 
as part of the inner circle, “if 
you probe into it, you find your 
self in a web of confusion.” 
Members of the Senate, with 
the notable exception of North 
Carolina’s Sam Ervin, agree 
that whatever the establishment 
is, it isn’t what it used to be. 
“When I first came here,” 
said Sen. William Proxmire, D- 
Wis., “ the inner club was Lyn­ 
don Johnson, Lyndon Johnson, 
Lyndon Johnson, period. Those 
not in with Lyndon,/then Senate 
majority leader) were not in. 
Now 
it 
is

ball 
game.” 
Republican Mark Hatfield of 
Oregon agreed that the estab­ 
lishment was far more in evi* 
dence a few years ago. “If the 
so-called establishment is syn­ 
onymous with power, I think 
one would have to look to specif­ 
ic subjects or issues and identi­ 
fy the people who are influential 
in these fields,” he said. ”1 
don’t think one person or one 
group would exercise the same 
power over all issues or ques­ 
tions.” 
Democrat 
Ervin 
disagreed. 
“As an establishment, it does 
nothing,” he said. “ But senators 
who are members of the estab­ 
lishment really control the Sen­ 
ate.” 


Those members are, by gen­ 
eral agreement, Majority Lead­ 
er Mike Mansfield of Montana, 
Minority Leader Hugh Scott of 
Pennsylvania, and the chairmen 
of the major committees. The 
latter are all Democrats and, 
since the chairmanships are 
handed out on the basis of sen 
iority, most of them are South­ 
erners. 
“I would say senators who un­ 
derstand 
and 
appreciate the 
unique function of the Senate in 
our scheme of government con­ 
stitute 
the 
Senate 
establish­ 
ment,” said Ervin. 
“They are men who love the 
Senate, who wish to preserve 
the Senate as a unique legisla­ 
tive body and resist efforts to 
convert it into a different kind 
of legislative body. 


Sen. Richard S. Schweiker, a 
Republican 
freshman 
from 
Pennsylvania, Sees the Senate 
situation changing. 
“If you look at some of Hie 
key 
votes of last year—the 
Haynsworth and Crswell Su­ 
preme Court nominations, you’ll 
find that the outer club became 
the inner club,” he Said. “The 
inner club was on the losing 
side. The rank and file of the 
Senate revolted. On the Cooper- 
Church amendment (restricting 
U.S. military actions in Cambo­ 
dia), the inner club was again 
on the losing side. 
“As new and younger mem­ 
bers come in, a new pragmatic 
coalition has emerged which 
has become a majority on some 
issues.

Municipal Tax Sharing Threat To Big Cities?

COLUMBUS, 
Ohio (A P) — 
Municipal tax sharing is a com­ 
fortable arrangement for sub­ 
urbs. but poses a serious threat 
to big city pocketbooks. 
That was the substance of 
testimony given Tuesday even­ 
ing before the House Local Gov­ 
ernment 
an d 
Urban Affairs 
Cot nnittee studying two bils on 
tax 
reciprocity 
between 
mu­ 
nicipalities. 
Both bills, introduced in the 
House, would return 25 per cent 
of income taxes collected by 
one 
municipality to the mu­ 
nicipality where the taxpayer 
lives. 
, 
Representing the suburbs. Ma­ 
yor John Munkacsy of Beret, 
chief of the Cuyahoga County 
Association of Mayors and City 
Managers, told the 19 man com­ 
mittee that tax reciprocity has 
been “ our savior.” 
Munkacsy said that so-called 
bedroom communities, suburb*, 
generally do not have sufficient 
prooertv tax basis to 
provide 
needed services. 
“ lf reciprocity with the City 
of Cleveland is lost.” Munkacsy 
said, “ it is going to mean an 
awful lot of scrambling around 
for funds.” 
Lakewood Assistant Tax Com­ 
missioner Keith Savidge told the 
committee his city would lose 
$800,000, one-sixth of the gener­ 
al fund, if its tax deal with 
with Cleveland endr 
Berea, Lakewood and a num­ 
ber of other satellite communi­ 
ties have a reciprocal arrange­ 
ment with Cleveland, but Cleve­ 
land is challenging its legality. 
Cleveland has served notice 
on the suburbs that it intends ; 
to end tax reciprocity by Jan­ 
uary 1972. the time the agree­ 
ment expires. 
Only a court battle has kept j 
the city from cancelling the tax 
sharing sooner. 
Philip Dearborn, finance di­ 
rector for Cleveland, said the 
administration of mandated tax- 
sharing 
between 
communities 
would be costly. 
Dearborn 
estimated that a 
centralized 
collection and 
al­ 
location system, with appeals 
and authority provisions, would 
cost HO million annually. 
Tompulsory tax sharing, he 
added, often prompts suburbs to 
raise income taxes without re­ 
gard for need to take advantage 
of the reciprocity arrangement. 
Abandonment of tax sharing. 
Dearborn said, would net finan­ 
cially-troubled Cleveland 15 mil­ 
lion more each year 
Rep. Ross Heintzelman, R-S9 
Panton, 
backed 
the big city 
v»nw of tax sharing. 
“ City problems are contagi­ 
ous.” he said. “ If we can’t 
solve them, then suburban com­ 
munities will have to.

Gilligan, who is here for the

ence, testified for the proposed 
Emergency Employment Act of 
1971. 
“ We need not fear that this 
program will become a work 
program.” he told the subcom­ 
mittee on Employment, Man­ 
power 
and 
Poverty. 
“ Every 
member of the public would 
benefit from 
the jobs 
made 
available by the bill.” 
In 
the 
inner-city 
areas of 
Cleveland and Toledo, he said, 
unemployment rates were 15 
per cent or higher last year. 
Inner-city areas of Columbus, 
Cincinnati and Youngstown all 
had 
unemployment 
rates 
of 
more than IO per cent, he said. 
“ Some of our more 
rural 
counties, particularly in Ohio 
Appalachia, 
have 
unemploy­ 
ment rates more than double 
that of the state as a whole,” he

rate was 4.7, he testified.

film showed Green Berets dem­ 
onstrating for a group of school 
children* their fighting tactics, 
followed by scenes of the chil­ 
dren trying to imitate the stab­ 
bing and stomping. 
A former information officer 
in Vietnam described how he 
“cast” certain pilots and made 
only these men available when 
a CBS camera team sought to 
make a feature. A former Army 
cameraman said a report on 
Vietnamese troops 
in action 
was staged for him. 
Mudd’s narration emphasized 
the significance of clips from 
department-made films on the 
menace of communism and ex­ 
cerpts from speeches by Penta­ 
gon spokesmen. 
He charged that ‘‘the public 
and the press” has been ‘‘be­ 
guiled by the activity” which he 
caled ‘‘tile creation of a run­ 
away bureaucracy.” 
It was sharply edited from a 
viewpoint 
and 
probably 
will 
make some waves in Washing­ 
ton. 
“The Fourth Bill Cosby Spe­ 
cial,” seen earlier on NBO, was 
a giddy departure from Cosby’s 
whimsy in his other three come­ 
dy hours 
It was a sort of anthology of 
comedy ideas that appealed to 
the 
comedian. 
Some 
worked 
very well. A funny stgment had 
Burgess Meredith in a wicked 
spoof of David Frost’s extrava­ 
gant interviewing style—full of 
such words as fantastic, fabu­ 
lous and fascinating—during a 
talk with a subject who was 
changing from human into a 
wolfman. In another, Cosby, as 
president of the United States, 
solved the economic crisis by 
banishing the letter “s” from 
the alphabet and the language. 
On a much less inspired level 
was a too-Uttle, too-late satire 
on ‘‘batman.

Middle Age 
'Stretchout' 


Predicted 


WASHINGTON (AP) — By 
the year 2,000, the scientist said, 
it should be technically possible 
to add 20 to 40 useful years to an 
individual’s period of middie 
age. 
Dr. Leon R. Kass of the Na­ 
tional Academy of Sciences said 
conservative estimates from re­ 
cent research indicate aging 
may be a process that can be 
manipulated, perhaps by such 
measures as diet and drugs. 
Working from animal studies, 
Kass said, scientists have sug­ 
gested a very small decrease rn 
the temperature of a human 
body could slow the rate of ag­ 
ing. Body processes slow down 
at lower temperatures. 
But it is just such dramatic 
possibilities in current biomedi­ 
cal research that raise profound 
questions for society, said Kass, 
executive director of the Nation­ 
al Academy’s Committee on 
Life Sciences and Social Policy. 
He spoke Monday to a semi­ 
nar on science and public policy 
being held this week at the 
academy. 
At first, Kass said, longevity 
probably will be obtained by an 
individual only at great ex­ 
pense. 
"Who is likely to be able to 
buy it?” he 
asked. “Do con 
science and prudence permit us 
to enlarge the gap between rich 
and poor, especially with re­ 
spect to something as funda­ 
mental as life itself?”

Nixon Wants 


Price Law 


Extension 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Nixon administration told Con­ 
gress Tuesday it would accept 
an extension of the standby au­ 
thority — so far unused by the 
President — to impose tempo­ 
rary wage-price controls. 
A carefully worded statement 
by Secretary of the Treasury 
John B. Connally to the House 
Banking Committee did not rule 
out the rumored possibility of a 
wage-price freeze in the con­ 
struction 
industry, 
although 
Connally said no general wage 
price controls are now needed. 
The present authority for tem­ 
porary controls on prices, rent*, 
wages 
and 
salaries 
expires 
March 31 unless extended by 
Congress. 
When the standby authority 
was originally voted last year. 
Nixon said he did not want such 
authority and did not intend to 
use it. 
Democratic 
spokesmen 
re­ 
peatedly have; criticized him for 
not invoking the authority or at 
least the possibility of its use to 
persuade business and labor to 
hold an anti-inflation line. 
Connally told the committee 
“we also accept” the section of 
a pending bill that would extend 
the standby authority. 
“ I must point out, however, 
that we do not believe that a 
network of general wage-price 
controls is needed at this time, 
nor do we 
believe 
that the 
American 
people 
would 
long 
stand for such regimentation, 
under present circumstances,’* 
Connally said. 
“Consequently, 
in 
accepting 
this section, we do so with the 
advance statement that we do 
not 
contemplate 
any 
circum­ 
stances—short of an all-out na­ 
tional emergency—in which the 
President would establish gen­ 
era! wage-price controls without 
a further specific mandate from 
the Congress. This would pro­ 
vide evidence that a majority of 
the people favored such controls 
and would support these.”

'Crooked Cop' 


Task Force 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio 
CAP) - 
Atty. Gen. William J. Brown 
Tuesday said he is establishing 
a special unit in his office to in­ 
vestigate “ crooked policemen.” 
Brown told a news conference 
the unit would vary in size and 
would be comprised of investi­ 
gators 
from 
the 
Bureau 
of 
Criminal Activities. 
He said the unit would go into 
counties throughout the state at 
the request of the prosecuting 
attorney. He said chiefs of po­ 
lice may or may not know 
of 
his investigations. 
Brown disclosed the new unit 
at the sam e time he announced 
an investigation of “ Dare To Be 
Great, Inc.,” a Florida - based 
company promoting motivation 
and self improvement courses. 
Brown said he was undertak­ 
ing the investigation partly be­ 
cause of the sales pitch the firm 
presented at a recent Columbus 
meeting. 
He said one of his agents, ac­ 
companied by a girl friend with 
a tape recorder in her purse, a t­ 
tended the session. 
“ From our initial investiga­ 
tion, it appears that Dare To Be 
Great, Inc., of Florida m ay be 
emphasizing the sale of distri­ 
butorships of self improvement 
courses more than the sale of 
the courses them selves,” Brown 
said. 
He said prices of the 
distri­ 
butorships range from $300 to 
$5,000 with em phasis on recru it­ 
ing 
prospects for the higher 
priced “ supervisory” positions. 
“ After the supervisor has paid 
for his position, he is encour­ 
aged to recruit sub-distributors, 
receiving a substantial fee for 
each one he recruits,” Brown 
said. “ If the product has ques­ 
tionable m arket acceptance, or 
the num ber of distributorships 
become too great, the distribu­ 
tors recruited in the last stages 
of the pyramid have no wav of 
recouping their investm ent.” 
Brown called the firm s oper­ 
ation sim ilar to a chain letters 
gam e, “ except it 
isn’t 
done 
through the m ail.”

They knew it w asn’t uncom­ 
mon for toddlers to w ait until 30 
months or even three years be­ 
fore speaking in two-and three- 
word sentences. But they also

Johnny’s parents, because their 
son, besides not speaking, didn’t 
seem to be listening. 
It w asn’t a hearing problem,

graph.

But if an adult spoke, Johnnv 
would stare blankly, ^ re sp o n d ­ 
ing. It was as if he could hear 
everything norm ally, except hu­ 
m an speech. 
Johnny’s 
symptoms 
could 
have been diagnosed as any of 
several disorders-deafness, m en­ 
tal retardation, even m ental ill­ 
ness. 
But the child’s physician was 
especially perceptive and John­ 
ny’s parents lived in the San 
Francisco Bay area. So he was 
referred to the Scottish Rite In­ 
stitute for Childhood Aphasia at 
the Stanford U niversity School 
of Medicine in Palo Alto. 
There, institute director Dr. 
Jon Eisenson and his staff of 
neurologists, linguists, psycholo­ 


gists and speech therapists cor­ 
rectly diagnosed Johnny’s con­ 
dition. 
He had developmental 
aphasia, a subtle, little recog­ 
nized brain disorder, probably 
the result of a birth defect, that 
im paired his ability to discrim i­ 
nate among spoken sounds. 
That was three years ago. 
Now, after careful treatm ent at 
the institute, Johnny is listen­ 
ing, speaking and preparing to 
enroll in the first grade with 
norm al 6-year-olds. 
Stanford’s facility is the only 
one of its kind in the country 
and the institute has become the 
pioneer in treatm ent and re ­ 
search into the disorder. 
Doctors don’t know how many 
children there are like Johnny 
or how many are being incor­ 
rectly diagnosed and im proper­ 


ly treated. Eisenson thinks the 
num ber is substantial. 
“ It’s just been in the last 20 
years that w e’ve begun to re­ 
cognize the aphasic child for 
what he is,” Eisenson said in an 
interview. “ Before that, he of­ 
ten was thought of as deaf, a 
slow learner, m entally retarded 
or emotionaly disturbed. Unfor­ 
tunately, m any are still diag­ 
nosed like th at.” 
When aphasia is part of sever­ 
al brain disorders, such as in 
m ental retardation, its diagno­ 
sis isn’t difficult. T reatm ent is 
part of the over-all scheme to 
teach the child to cope with life. 
But when aphasia is the only 
disorder, as in Johnny’s case, it 
is often incorrectly diagnosed. 
This has m ade Eisenson, at 63, 
a quiet reform er. 


“If an asphasic child is incor­ 
rectly diagnosed and receives 
the wrong treatm ent, he will be­ 
gin to reflect the therapy lie is 
given,” Eisenson said. “ If he is 
treated as if he were mentally 
ill, he eventually will exhibit the 
sym ptom s of the 
mentally ill 
child. 
Eisenson is gently critical of 
the m edical profession and fel­ 
low psychologists. 
“I’m concerned that so many 
pediatricians and child psychol­ 
ogists 
have only a m arginal 
aw areness of aphasia as a child­ 
hood problem. In cases where a 
physician 
isn’t 
dealing 
with 
hard, obvious signs of a neuro­ 
logical disorder, he is likely to 
overlook something like aphasia 
as a possibility.”

WASHINGTON (A P) — The 
Labor D epartm ent said Tues­ 
day alm ost 270,000 w orkers are 
due $55.2 million in back wages 
as a result of violations of feder­ 
al labor laws in the past 
six 
months. 
Robert D. M oran, adm inistra­ 
tor of the departm ent’s wage 
and hour division, said the ille­ 
gally withheld wages represent­ 
ed violations of m inimum wage, 
overtim e, equal pay, age dis­ 
crim ination, and fringe benefit 
provisions of the F air Labor 
Standards Act, Age D iscrim ina­ 
tion in Em ploym ent Act and 
other laws. 
Moran said the num ber of em ­ 
ployes receiving inadequate ov­ 
ertim e decreased but the num ­ 
ber receiving less than the m ini­ 
mum wage increased during the 
period. 
The sharpest increase, howev­ 
er. was in the num ber of em­ 
ployes underpaid because of age 
and sex discrim ination, he said. 
Moran said the num ber of 
children working illegally rose 
to 8.340 during the six-month pe­ 
riod. an increase of 22 per cent 
over fiscal year 1970.

In recent years black busi­ 
ness enterprise in Ohio has ex­ 
panded to include an engineer­ 
ing firm in Cleveland, a devel­ 
opm ent corporation in Cincin­ 
nati, a superm arket in Columbus 
and thousands of others. 
In Cleveland alone last year 
a special directory compiled by 
Black Pages, Inc., listed 4,000 
black - owned businesses. “ We 
haven’t even scratched the sur­ 
face of available opportunities,” 
said one Negro entrepreneur. 
For the black m an the oppor­ 
tunity is two fold — to make 
money and to help the black 
com munity obtain jobs and inde­ 
pendence at the sam e tim e. 
The biggest change that has 
m ade increasing black partici­ 
pation in big business possible 
is the growing sophisticaton and 
confidence among blacks them ­ 
selves. 
“ Higher education and expos-

Eisenson and 
his staff have 
found that an aphasic child, 
when discovered early enough, 
can be taught to function almost 
normally. 
First, a child m ust he taught 
to appreciate the nature of sym ­ 
bols, particularly symbols used 
in language. 
A therapist might teach a 
young patient that an object— 
such as an apple—is represent­ 
ed by the printed word “ apple.” 
The child would repeatedly be 
asked to m atch the apple with 
its word. 
And 
each 
tim e, 
the 
child 
matched 
them , 
the 
therapist 
would repeat the word “ apple.” 
Eventually, the child would 
learn to recognize the spoken 
sound for apple and repeat it. 
In this m anner, the vocabu­ 
lary would be slowly expanded, 
with em phasis from the thera­ 
pist on the child’s inability to 
hear as rapidly as normal chil­ 
dren or rem em ber the order in 
which sounds were heard. 
Therapists 
have 
founl 
that 
once some form of com m unica­ 
tion is established with a child 
—words, 
pictures, objects—he 
grows 
increasingly responsive 
and eager to learn. 
Eisenson said some inability 
to speak m ay stem from psy­ 
chological defenses erected a t 
an early age when a child first 
encountered 
difficulty 
under­ 
standing adults. 
“The defenses may arise be­ 
cause the child is confronted 
with tasks which are beyond bls 
coping ability at a given stage 
in his developm ent,” he said. 
“A child who has developed 
such defenses needs to he en­ 
ticed back to exposure to speech 
and to his involvement with 
speech and with speakers.”

“I felt then and I still do that 
I had acted as I was directed, 
and carried out the orders that 
I was given, and I do not feel 
wrong in doing so, sir.1’ 
Calley 
told 
the 
six-officer 
jury, five of whom have served 
in Vietnam, that “there is no 
way I could fully emphasize in 
this court the combat situation 
as I saw it there. 
“Ifs almost completely im­ 
possible unless we could move 
this court and put it under fire 
right out there on erne of the rice 
paddies and watch people get­ 
ting killed,” 
Calley said he was promoted 
to first lieutenant after My Lai 
and 
continued 
to 
command 
troops. 
He concluded there was 
an 
investigation because two days 
after the mission the brigade 
commander talked with Medina. 
“When Capt. Medina came 
back over to us he saki some 
thing to the effect of: ‘Well, 
looks like I’m going to jail for 20 
years,’ ” Calley related, 
At that time, right after the 
bloody Tet offensive of 
early 
1968, 
commanders put 
much 
stress ou body count, the de­ 
fendant said. 
“Every company was compet­ 
ing with body counts,” he add­ 
ed. “Everybody wanted their 
companies to have the highest 
body counts.” 
And how were body counts ar­ 
rived at? 
“You just make an estimate 
off the top of your head,” said 
Calley, who reported 50 killed 
by his platoon in My Lai. 
“There is now no way really 
to figure out exactly a body I 
count. At that time, anything 
went into a body count, VC, buf­ 
falo, pigs, cows, lf something is 
dead, you put it cm your body 
count, sir.” 
Medina is undergoing pretrial 
investigation at Ft. McPherson 
on charges of over-ail responsi­ 
bility for the deaths at My Lai. 


Pollution Control Board is part 
of an over-all assault on pollu­ 
tion and environmental prob­ 
lems.

He referred to the section on 
water quality standards that as­ 
signs acceptable limits of pollu­ 
tion to the state’s waters, de­ 
pending on their use. 
Fof example, stricter pollu­ 
tion standards are applied to 
water designated for recreation­ 
al use than to that used for in­ 
dustrial purposes only.

Gilli- 
gan and other members of the 
Ohio delegation tried to per­ 
suade Volpe it would be to the 
federal government’s advantage 
if the state and national testing 
centers were located near each 
other. 
Accompanying Gilligan at the 
meeting in Volpe’s headquar­ 
ters were Sens. Robert Taft Jr. 
and William B. Saxhc, Rep. 
Clarence J. Brown and State 
Rep. Gordon Scherer of Cincin­ 
nati, aU Republicans. Gilligan 
is a Democrat.

center, said his impression is 
that the choice is between the 
Ohio site and Pueblo, Colo. 
Gilligan said he emphasized 
to Volpe that Ohio has the acre­ 
age, the working capital, the 
dose proximity to automobile 
plants and congressional sup­ 
port. 
Volpe indicated that a decision 
on the location can be expected 
in about a month.
